traveller, meddler and fixer extraordinary. Dr Who never 
dies, despite attempts by Daleks and other monsters; he 
simply acquires a new body. Already, he is on his third 
and, here, Michael Wynn Jones talks to all three at once... 


IF YOU’VE been a follower of 
Dr Who for the past nine 
years, you might be forgiven 
for wondering what in the 
universe there’s left for the 
Doctor to confront. 

Well, for a start there’s Dr 
Who meets Dr Who. How this 
strange phenomenon (there 
are no impostors) occurs you 
can discover this week when a 
new Dr Who series begins. 
Since 1963 there have been 
three Dr Whos, each succes- 
sively defying the accepted 
laws of human nature. 

But the Doctor is no human, 
of course. At the ripe old age 
of 755 he seems to grow not 
older but ever more youthful, 
jollier rather than more intol- 
erant, more athletic rather 
than more decrepit. ‘It’s per- 
fectly feasible,’ explains Patrick 
Troughton (who was Dr Who 
Mark II). ‘ We are all different 
aspects of the same character. 


Of course it’s bound to be a : 


bit of a mystery to us, but in 
the Doctor’s space-time mach- 
ine the so-called past just 
doesn’t exist.’ 

When we Earthlings first 
made the Doctor’s acquaintance 
nearly ten years ago he 
appeared to be a somewhat 
crusty individual, wilful, vague 
but brilliant. He was played by 
William Hartnell, the eternal 
sergeant-major from The Army 
Game and countless British 
comedies. Had he brought a 
touch of the barrack-room spit 
and polish to the doctor’s 
make-up with him?

‘Not really,’ says Hartnell 
in retrospect. ‘In fact it was 
like manna from heaven get- 
ting right away from all that. 
The original Doctor was pig- 
headed and irascible, certainly, 
but there was also an element 
of magic in him -and that was 
what I tried to bring out.’ 
Three years later Dr Who 
acquired a new face (no one 
quite knows how it happened 
but he was heard to complain 
at the time that ‘this old body

Earth. On that occasion he was 
discovered unconscious outside 
his Tardis, looking uncannily 
like Jon Pertwee. 

Pertwee says the resem- 
blance is more than face-deep. 
Many people, who knew his 
reputation as a comedian, ex- 
pected Dr Who to grow more 
comic still, They were disap- 
pointed. ‘I didn’t see Dr Who 
as such a clown, as a pixilated 
character,’ says the present 
incumbent. ‘More as a folk- 
hero, I suppose. In a way he’s 
become very much what I’m 
really like. In my time I’ve 
done water-skiing and skin- 
diving, I’ve raced cars and 
boats. I've worked in a circus 
on the wall of.death, as a bare- 
back rider, even once with a 
flock of performing geese.’

Nearly ten years ago, when 
the series had run barely a 
month, William Hartnell pre- 
dicted it would run for at least 
five years. ‘I was universally 
scoffed at-by the press and 
the producers,’ he recalls.

Patrick Troughton, 
who stepped into the part, had 
been as devoted a fan of the 
Doctor as. his children. ‘Pd 
loved the way Bill Hartnell 
played Dr. Who,’ he recalls

Days of discussion went into 
transforming the Doctor. ‘ At 
one point he was going to be- 
come an old-fashioned wind- 
jammer captain -imagine the 
problems that would have 
caused in space. I seriously 
suggested he might be blacked 
up and turn into something out 
of The Arabian Nights,’ adds 
Troughton, ‘because I was 
worried about the possibility 
of being typé-cast.’ 

In the end he emerged as an 


arch, puckish space hobo in 
baggy check trousers and ex- 
traordinary hat who was quite 
capable of pulling a flute out of 
his pocket and dancing a jig at 
a moment’s notice. Until

<-—«€ dramas have made the 
programme lose its appeal. ‘ If 
anything, they've made it 
more appealing. They’ve stimu- 
lated imaginations. What, just 
because we discovered that 
the moon is uninhabited? How 
do you know there aren’t 
“dust animals” that we can’t 
even conceive of? We tend to 
think of life on other planets 
in forms we know. But why?’ 

‘Certainly,’ admits Hartnell, 
‘ I believe there is life on other 
planets — and they know there’s 
life here but don’t have the 
technology to get through.’ 

‘ Absolutely,’ agrees Trough- 
on. ‘I believed totally in the 
possibilities implied in the 
series. I never thought of it 
as fantasy. Far from it — it’s all 
happening. I think space will 
be conquered through the 
mind rather than the clumsy 
medium of space travel.’ And, 
perhaps, Dr Who — whoever he 
is — points the way.
